DEBS UN THE STRIKE. 


Eugene V. Debs lectured 
iu tbe 


Metropolitan Temple, San Francisco, 
on tbe great strike, fle asked, " Who 
are the conspirators f" and said as a 
general tbing he depricated striken, as 
they are to be viewed as a misfortune 
In one sense, but when it comes to a 
choice between strikes' and degradation 
and slavery he will take the strike. 


^The Pullman strike was born' of 


tyranny and oppression. At Pullniun 
the employes were paid every two 
weeks. Each waa given two checks, one 
for pay and the other for rent. Many 
of the men after paying rent had but 
a dollar or two to live on tot the fol- 
lowing two weeks. Everything belongs 
to the Pullman Company. The men 
live in Pullman liout.es, eat Pullman 
groceries, drink Pullman water and 
when they die they are transported in 
a Pullman hearse and buued in a Pull- 
man coffin in a Pullman cemetery. 


Tbe Pullman Cocnpauy was organ- 


ized in 1867 and to-day it has a paid-up 
capital of 135,000,000. The dividends 
baveaveruged irom i)j« to 12 per cent 
per annum. Tbe year before the strike 
tbe dividends were increased $800,000 
aiid wages were decreased $300,000. Be* 
fore the strike a committee waited on 
Mr. Pullman, informed him of their 
grievances and he promised to inquire 
into the matter. Tbe next day the men 
who composed tbe committee were dis- 
charged and 4,200 men and women went 
out and the strike was on. 


Mr. Dobs charged the General Man- 


agers' Association of tbe twenty-six 
railroads centering in Chicago with 
being the real conspirators The con- 
stitution of the American Railway 
Union provides for sympathy with 
strikes.

SPAIN IN HOT WATKK AGAIN 


Till* 1NCUMU 1AX BILL. 


The Governor has vetoed the Income 


Tax bill on the ground that it is un- 
constitutional. The bill exempts from 
taxation incomes of less than $1,000 per 
annum aud imposes a bigber rate ot 
taxation on some incomes than it does 
upou others. It is therefore clear that 
it does iiot provide for a uniform rate 
of taxation as prescribed by the Con- 
stitution, Section 1, Article X, of which 
reads: 


The lieglslatute shall provide by law 


for a uniform and equal ra^e of assess- 
ment and taxation, aud shall prescribe 
sucb regulations as shill secure a just 
valuation for taxation of all property, 
real und peieoual, and possessory, ex- 
cepttug mines and mining claims, tbe 
pro.e»da of which alone shall be taxed, 
ani also excepting such property us 
may be exempted by law for municipal, 
eduuatioual, literary, 
scieutitlc, re- 


hriioua or charitable purpoues." 


Exempting incomes of lass than 


$1,000 mid taxing incomes which ex 
ceed (1,000 four times as muoii as in 
coaies of not lens than $1,OJO nor more 
than ^1,500, is uot a uniform and equal 
rate of tatatiou, .i;id for that and other 
reaeoue stated m the message tbe Qov< 
einor does net approve tlie bill. It 
appears that tho Constitution of Ne- 
vada will have to be amended before a 
graduated income tax can be levied 
and collected.

Biitish Government is investigating 
aud complications between England 
and Spain may result. 


The Laurettina arrived here this 


afternoon from St. Jago. Her officers 
stated that the murdered seaman was 
John Lowe, aged 35 years, a resident 
of Leeds, England, who* shipped at 
Cardiff, Wales. 


On the night of March 18 the crew 


went ashore, and after a si roll started 
to return to the t>hip. When nearly 
there Lowe started buck to St. Jago m 
company with a Cuban negro. En 
route they had to pass a Cuban Tort, 
garrisoned by Spanish troops. 


Suddenly a sentinel sprang out in 


the darkness and in Spanish com- 
manded In em to halt. Lowe did not 
understand the command and started 
to hurry ,away. Tbe next instant the 
seutiuel flred and Lowe dropped down 


corpse. The negro then started to 


run. 'He, too, was shot and mortally 
wounded. 
Tbe dead man and tbe 


wounded negro were then carried inside 
the fort. At daybreak Captain Gavin 
of the Lanrestinii went to tbe fort and 
demanded tbe body of the man. 


This demand was refused and he has 


made a formal complaint to tbe British 
Government. Au investigation is to 
be made.

THE INUOMK TAX BILL. 


he Governor Withhold* His Approval 


of the Measure. 


Following is the message of Governor 
ones vetoing tbe Income Tax bill, and 
iving his reasons therefor: 
To the Honorable, the Secretary of State 


—Sin:—I return herewith for filing in 


our office, Senate Bill No. 49, entitled 
An AU to provide for the le' y of a 
ax upon incomes aud for other mat- 
ters relating thereto," without my ap- 
>roval. 


My objections to S. B. No. 49 are as 
ollows: 
1st. Under the Constitution of this 
itate, taxation of proper'y is provided 
or. Having provided one mode of 
axation every other mode would seem 
;o be excluded liy the maxim of inter- 
retation, viz: The provision of one 
hiug or mode excludes every other 
mode. 


2d. The mode of taxation provided 


>y this bill is a clear departure from 
he mode prescribed 4>y the State Con- 
titntk-n. 
3d. The bill does not attempt to tax 
11 incomes. 
It especially exempts 


rom taxation incomea less than $1,000. 
No good reason la perceived for such 
xemption. 
The bill dNcriminateb 


vaiugt the taxpa.\er by imposing a 
igher rate of taxation upon some m 
omes than upon others. For example: 
Jpoii incomes over 1,00> an 1 less than 
1,500, a rate of 1 per cent i» levied. 
bile upon incomes exceeding $4,000, a 
ate of 4 nor cent is levied. It cannot 
>e said to be conformably to the spirit 
f Art. X of the Constitution that such 
uoh rate of taxation is eithei equal or 
niiform. 


4th 
The bill partioulary enumerates 


certain sources of income which are 
subjects of taxation, but contains no 
general clause which iu my opinion is 
iroad enough to include many sources 
of income not pp^i-iflcally mentioned. 


6th. 
Section 6 of Ihe bill expressly 


exempts from taxation incomes de- 
rived fiom Building and Loan Associ- 
ations. This exemption U in addition 
to aud not injluded iu tilt exemptions 
provided by arlicle-X of the Constitu- 
tion of this State. 


For these reasons and others whbh 


to my toiud would tend to telurd the 
investment of capital Hud the develop- 
ment of the resources of the State, I 
withhold my approval.

How Were They Beared and How WM 


Iho Material Gathered? 


Tbe pyramids of Egypt, for long and' 


to this day included among the world's 
wonders, are to bo regarded as marvel- 
ous triumphs of niRohanical skill Of 
these thero are maay scattered over the 
Nile valley, some of bnck, some of stone 
and of varied height The two largest 
arc in the neighborhood of Cairo They 
are and have been for thousands of 
years the most colossal monuments In 
the world. 


The largest, that of Cheops, in its 


original state is said to have been 800 
feet high and the length of its base on 
caob side the Game 
It is built of huge 


stories ranging from 3 to 4 feet in 
height. It is now rugged and has the 
character as well as the appearance of a 
four sided great stairway. The hollows 
between the steps are believed to have 
been (Hied in with white marble, which 
would shine like snow under the bright 
Egyptian BQU. The pyramid is now 
much reduced in height, not being more 
than 500 feet 
It is generally admitted 


that the pyramids were built for tombs 
and on certain astronomical principles. 


There is an inner chamber where the 


sarcophagus was placed 
When a

arch began to reign, be commenced to 
build his tomb When be died, bis body 
was placed m the sacred chamber pre- 
pared for it, and the opening which led 
to it was closed.
